At one time she was walking with Mrs. 


Laura Haviland, a well-known philanthro- 
pist Mrs, H. proposed to take a street car, 
and whon Sojonrnor stepped on, too, t w 
conductor pushed her to one sldo »o forcibly 
as to dislocate her suouldor. Sho took th« 
number of the car and niado complaint at 
Ilia olBce of the company. Tho president 
advised hor to have the conductor arrested 
for assault and battwy. and »he did. fhls 
caused a great sensation, as it was tbe flrrt 
Appeal to the courts to protect tho colored 
people hi thoir rights. The conductor lost 
hl» situation, and before tho trial was con- 
cluded tha colored people woro allowed to 
rldo as f rooly as the whites, and tho conduct, 
ors Hpoko to thorn as courteously as to others 
Ouo day Bojourner heard a conductor »ny to 
two colored women: "Walk in, ladles," and 
she «aid that was well worth a brokon arm. 


SILENT AND SUDTLB POWBB. 


Sojournor was of a tall, spare form, ami 


lK.ssos.sod of "» silent nnd nul.tla power, 
given only to her race. She had no educa- 
tion, no culture to guide her. 8ha know by 
experience what wore the tufforlngu of hor 
people, and she- thought sho had soen Ood. 
Uniting In hor mission tho liberation of tue 
former with the lervice of tho latter, she 
wont out among tho people, speaking at 
meetings and anniversaries of various kinds. 
Her power was wonderful, as wan her faith, 
Frederick Douglass was once speaking inFan- 
ouil hall, Boston, f f the wrongs of tho nsgro 
race. Ho was ready to despair, and said He 
had no hope in the whites; tho bopi> of th« 
Hlavos now was in their own right arm, and 
Wood must bo their redeemer. An h» sat 
down Sojournor asked, in hor deep, peculiar 
voice, "Frederick, is God doadt" Tho otfout 
was oloctdca), thonging the toolings of thu 
audience from despair to bope onii enthu- 
siasm.

Sha worked In hor humble way, 
but her purpo*e was always right and her 
words were ofwn wiser than tlioso who had 
bad much bettor advantages, Hor unbounded 
faith In God carried her through many crlsos 
and hi 
simple believing inspired othore 


with a like sentiment, which helped thorn 
through their trials. All will romombor hor 
journey to the blacks in Kansas four yoaru 
ago, at the time of t!i« southern exodus, and 
hur words of wisdom that helped to sottle 
that question. She retained her wonderful 
powers to the lost, and as she spoko words of 
wisdom in her old age, ono hearing hor might 
almost believe that sho had had tho r«v»la- 
tiou from God, whloh sh» often spoko of.

Barnum Makes His Last Will. 
P. T. Uarnum has just finished his

present rates of increase and pay are 
maintained, tho yew 1900 will see 
a service by mail of at least 200,000 
miles, with an annual cost of $25,
